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ABSTRACT 

Three exen5)lary school instructional media systems, 
one high school, one junior high, and one elementary school, 
currently in operation in Utah are described. Floor plans are 
included for each. Most of the booklet consists of photographs 
illustrating the facilities and purposes of the media systems. This 
bookie . is part III of a series on instructional media systems. 
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This publication is the third in a series 
dealing with the instructional media system 
as a subsystem or component of the total 
instructional program. 

This part identifies exemplary school 
instructional media systems currently in 
operation. It is organized for descriptions 
of additional systems to be added as they 
emerge. 
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Introduction 



This publication. Exemplary Systems , Is one of a series designed to provide guide- 
lines and recommendations for the development and operation of effective media 
programs In the schools of Utah, Other units In the series cover such areas as Purpose 
and Personne l; Facilities , Equipment, and Materials; and How Are We Doing? 
(evaluative criteria and standards). 

The purpose of this unit In the series is to provide descriptions and illustrations of 
some exemplary Instructional media systems in various parts of the state. These ex- 
emplary centers are serving schools at elementary, junior high, and senior high 
school levels. 

The exemplary media centers featured are those which have been assisted In their 
program development through special funding under provisions of ESEA Title II and 
NDEA Title III. They Include not only media facilities in new modern buildings but 
also outstanding centers in older or more traditional buildings. 

Factors in the success of the featured centers have been the cooperation and team- 
work of the administrator, the teachers, and the media coordinator of the school, 
combined with the support and encouragement of district staff members. More is in- 
volved than facilities, materials, furniture, and equipment. There is a spirit and a 
philosophy of service and function that is a significant departure from the traditional 
"library" or "study hall." When the vision is caught by students and staff, learning 
assumes more productive directions and dimensions. 

Educators at all levels of operation are encouraged to visit and observe the func- 
tioning of the exemplary media programs and to utilize or adapt ideas, procedures, 
and materials as these may contribute to improvement of programs and facilities in 
their own schools.

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The media center is strategically 
located in the school immediately 
adjacent to important instructional 



areas. 
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Each adjacent instruction- 
al area has its own 
resource center as part of 
the main center. Here 
related print materials are 
stored and equipment is 
readily available for 
utilizing the projected 
and audio media. 









Fiction is located in the stacks 
in the central area. Comfortable 
chairs for reading and browsing as 
well as the usual study tables and 
chairs are provided. 



Also located in this 
area are the maga- 
zines, newspapers, 
filmstrips, maps and 
charts, recordings, 
film loops, and 
multi-media kits. 
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Near the entrance is the 
check-out desk which is 
manned by student 
assistants. 
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The card catalog is conveniently 
located, lists all of the materials 
available in the school, and is 
organized as outlined in the state 
cataloging manual. 




As part of their regular assignments, 
many students utilize the center. 
Brighton has an especially good pro- 
gram operating in the field of 
science with students pursuing their 
objectives in small groups or indiv- 
idually. They have even produced 
their own video tape programs, 
such as interviewing Charles Darwin, 
dramatizing an historic event, and 
creating other similar programs. 
Teachers are often found working in 
the center with students as well as 
selecting media for use as part of 
their classroom instruction. 
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Small conference rooms around the 
periphery of the center provide 
for group viewing and studying. 
Carrels are for utilization of all 
types of media and the usual tables 
are provided for general all-around 
use. 
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Part of the Facilities ere devoted to local production, 
including a small dark room.

Locai-ed in Brigham City at Fourth East and Forest Street 
is Box Elder Junior High . While the building plan is 
somewhat traditional, an excellent media program is in 
operation. Approximately 1,000 students attend the 
school and utilize the media system which is under the 
supervision of Mrs. Shirley Jenson, a professionally 
certificated media coordinator. Supporting her and the 
system is Mr. Robert Morgan, principal of the school, 
and Mr. J.C. Haws, the district Superintendent. Mrs. 
Jensen is the only professional educator on the media 
staff. However, Margaret Hillam has served as a full 
time media aide. With student help this team has 
operated a very fine program.

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The media center at Delta 
is part of an addition to a 
traditional elementary 
school. Although not 
ideally located with en- 
trances From all classrooms, 
it nevertheless serves a 
vital function in the pro- 
cess of individualizing 
instruction. 
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The carrel dividers are 
movable and can be 
adjusted so that from 
one to three students 
can work together 
easily. 
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All materials are listed in the 
card catalog. There is an 
organized program at all grade 
levels to teach the children 
how to use the card catalog and 
to locate and use the materials 
and equipment in the center. 
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In addition to regular classroom teachers, a special 
education teacher finds the resources particularly 
helpful for her students. 
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Students also help in 
checking materials in 
and out and keeping 
the card catalog and 
shelves neat and 
orderly.
